The late Andrew W. Mellon was an em inently suc­ 
cessful businessman, a capable and diligent secre­ 
tary o f the treasury for 11 y ears and a philanthropist. 
Yet, it’s no t easy for some of his country m en to 
make an estim ate of him. because in the rev ised 
lex ico n o f v irtues, business success, public office and 
philanthro py are as likely as not to be printed in 
small ty pe at the bottom of the page. 
T his Is confusing.

should be printed in lurge ty pe. 
Presum ably , editors 
o f tlx - rev ised lex icon are going to find some. 
Mr Mellon came in for a lot of criticism because 
he made money In the old fashioned way , was guided j 
by the ethics of rugged indiv idualism, ran the treas- ( 
ury department like a financier and was a prom inent 
figure in the Republican party during the era which 
came to an end in the depression. 
Thus, he became

fav orite 
whipping boy for 
pro secuto rs o f the ballot box rev olution which fa th ­ 
ered the New Deal. 
HLs public position was uniq ue; 
it presented him as a financier, a businessman, 
a 
po litician and the adv ocate of indiv idualism 
He was 
subject to ex am ination 
from 
m any sides becau.sc> 
there were m any sides of him to ex amine. 
He was sim ultaneously adm ired and criticized, de- j 
pending on the scale of v alues against which he wrs 
measured. 
Fro m one point of 
v iew, 
he 
was commendable. 
Fro m another point of v iew, a m an who dev elops 
great business enterprises, who become* a financial 
po wer, is called to public serv ice by his party and 
believ es In conserv ation of property could not be 
co mmendable—unless he 
happened 
to 
be a new 
dealer, In which ease it was taken for granted th a t 
he had been conv erted and was following the gleam 
to ward a More A bundant Life. 
There are, of course, millions of Americans liv ing

Mr Roosev elt reasons, 
he has abso lute authority to proceed w ith his pro­ 
gram as he sees fit. 
Neither the legislature nor the 
Judiciary should assume the right to impede him.
